Government has turned down the 
scheme of ‘the Macao harbour 
works that was submitted « few 
months ago for sanction. 

[t is further stated that the 
Lisbon Government has requested 
the Macao, Government to remit 
to them the nine million dollars 
that has been earmarked by the 
Macao Government for the pro- 
posed narbour works, 

The nine million dollars’ tas 
been raised through the opium 
monopoly, and keen indignation 
is felt in Macao at the decision 
of the Lisbon Government. ; 

A‘ protest meeting of the 
citizens of Macao against the 
decision of the Lisbon Govern- 
ment will shortly be held, and 
is persistently rumoured 
that the Governor of Macao, 
Senhor enriques da ~ Silva, 
has tendered his resignation 
owing to. the Home Govern- 
ment having overridden him. 

It was expected that the new 
harbour, had the assent of the

EMPIRE POLICY. 


London, May 23, 

The speeches of General Smuts and Mr. Hughes are prominently . 
commented on as heralding the approach of the discussions of the 
Imperial Cabinet. Gréat significance is attached to the fact that Mr, 
Hughes has now circulated in Britain a full report of his speech in 
Bendigo on April 7th, of which summaries Were cabled on April 8th. 

The Times is of the opinion that General Smuts’ view of the Empire’s 
relations to Europe are incompatible with history and inconsistent 
with the elementary interests of England and the Empire. It declares 
that there has never been a tradition of avoidance of European’ en- 
tanglements and points out that since Tudor times England has been 
forced to take a leading part in European politics as a mere matter 
of self defence. It was in the wars she fought as a Eutopean power 
that. most of the Empire was acquired, including territories which, 
were the core of South African union. Isolation nowadays was 
more impossible than ever with the growing number and intimacy 
of necessary relations with civilised peoples. 

The Datla Chronicle says that General Smuts’ speech has all the 
breadth of outlook associated with his stalesmanship. The journal 
agrees with Genéral Smuts that the Anglo-Japanese treaty must be 
viewed from an angle of Anglo-American co-operation, but as regards 
the European peace problem declares that General Smuts shows a 


jcertain conflict of purpose, because it is well nigh impossible for 


the British Empire to act as peacemaker between the French and 
Germans and avoid Continental entanglements. 

The Dailt News singles out the Anglo-Japanese Alliance for 
special consideration because it opens up problems of naval defence 
in the direction ef foreign policy, wherewith the Dominions are 
intimately concerned. The coming Conference has a great op- 
portunity for solving the greater problem whereof the Anglo- 
Japanese Alliance is only a part, namely, putting the relations of the 
Empire, America and Japan on a permanent basia of peace. 

The Manchester Guardian says that General Smuts deals with 
the unusually complex and far reaching tasks confronting. the Con- 
ference of Dominion Premiers, with - wisdom . and imagina- 
tion. The three chief items on the June agenda—foreign policy, 
Empire renewal of the Japanese Alliance and Imperial defensive 
measures,—are parts of one programme which demanfls clear and 
earnest thinking. General Smuts sums up the essentials of the 
Anglo-Japanese question in his plea-for an Imperial foreign outlook 
which will make possible Anglo-American co-operation against war 
and for the continuance of the Anglo-Japanese Alliance if it does 
not impair that end. The time is now ripe for a full and frank 
discussion on armaments by the three great remaining naval Powers 
in an earnest spirit, wherein the Dominion Premiers at the approach- 
ing Conference must reinforce the need of agreement on this 
question, All that is needed is a firm lead by one of the Powers 
concerned. : 


UPPER SILESIA. 


Paris, May 20, 

The debate in the Chamber on foreign affairs opened with the 
speech of M. Tardieu, who criticized London’s accord because of the 
reduction of the German reparation debt. 

England has invited M, Briand to participate in the next 
Supreme Council to diseuss the Upper Silesian problem. M. Briand 
would not answer definitely before-the end of the actual debate in 
the Chamber. 

The French Ambassador at Berlin has invited the Chancellor to 
hin‘ler the sending of arms and ammunitions to Upper Silesia, where 
the German volunteers are entering. 

M. Briand has informed the English Government that he aceepts 
the invitation to the reusion of the Supreme Council that will take 
place after the actual debate in the Chamber cone erning the foreign 
policy. 

The conference of Ambassadors examined this morning informa- 
tion from the Inter-Allicd High Committee about the Upper Silesian 
situation, where disturbances seem to continue. 

London, May 23, 

Revte. is informed that the French Government's agreement. 
toa mestivg of the Supreme Council was-unconditional. - The British _ 
Government informed the French Government that it was, fully 
conscious of the need of sending British treeps to Upper Silesia. 
The French Government weleomed the suggestion. It is therefore 
prohable that the four British battalions formerly in Upper Silesia- 
will be shortly re-despatched thither: from the Army of Occupation.

PROSPECTS. 


Is He Veering Towards the 
Unionists ?

THE PRESS IN WAR. 


Fight Against Official 
“ Hush ” Policy. 


Lord Riddell recently address- 
ed members of the Royal United 
Service (nstitution, Whitehall, on 
“Tha Relations of the Press with 
the Army in the Field.” During 
the-first nine months of the war, 
he said, the British efforts were 
seriously ‘prejudiced by the 
attitude,of the War Office to the 
Press. ‘The public were deprived 
of reliable information, and 
were misled by optimistic 
reports from those in’ 
authority. ° Lord Birkenhead 
and his successors in the office of 
Press Censor tried their best to 
get the authorities to increase the 
supply of information” for the 
public. On the one hand, the 
Press were always fighting for 
more freedom, while, on the other 
band, certain mysterious persons 
at headquarters were always 
insisting upon the necessity of 
secrecy. And yet, in no case 
where requests for secrecy were 
made did the Press disregard such 
requests. : . 

Tho idea had prevailed in 
military and naval ‘circles that 
the Press was a danger, but the 
Preas was as patriotic as anyone 
elso, and he’ thought to-day 
most soldiers. would admit 


that the Press correspondents in

France did a magnificent work, 
and that their conduct was not 
reasonably open to criticism. “I 
am glad to be able to record my 
appreciation of the: remarkable 
services rendered by those cor- 
respondents,” seid Lord Riddell.

but its significance has greatly chaiged since its Inception. 
ifo-day we are again celebrating its advent and it comes at 
a time when it-can-make a wide and deep appeal to 
Pritishers of every shade of political thought. Internation - 
ally the world is still at sixes-and-sevens and the part that 

| ‘Britain and the several parts of her far-flung Empire are 
destined to play in, the settlement of world affairs is one 
» that should engage the interest and attention of every one 
of her citizens. Empire Day is not, merely an occasion for 
_ flag- wagging and sélf-satisfaction, it shouldbe made the 
occasion for a studious assessinent of the contribution the 
Brapire is making towards the common effort of achieving 
world peace and harmony.” This great commonwealth of 
nations, of whivh-we in Ilongkong are part inheritors, is 
so potential a combination that on its actions and aspira- 
tions might well depend the fate or success of, the new 
conception of an enlightened internationalism. 

In Europe we see Britain taking, her 
settlement of the post-war 
obviously dictated by a desire to see justice administered 
to all. ‘The crisis that has arisen in connection with the 
Silesian plebiscite has given the British Premier opportin- 
ity for a very frank statement of Britain's attitude, an 
attitude that has been widely endorsed. Contemporaneous 

- with her dealings in Europe, Britain is strivipg to bring 
about a closer co-operation between herself and the great 
English speaking Republic of America and in this she has 
‘Deen aided and encouraged by the latest utterances of 
‘America’s ambassador to the Court of St. James. In 
the Far East, Britain is seeking to renew an Alliance 
with Japan because she feels that the combination of 

- those two Powers is suilisient to guarantee the peace of 
the Pacific. In the matter of naval disarmaments Britain 
has led the way, and her statesmen have made open offers 
for even preater economy provided the other large naval 
powers of the world will come into line. Thinking that 
the League of Nations is at least the working nucleus ‘of 
an organisation “for the international control of war, 
Britain has been its most assiduous supporter. Indeed. it 
would be hard to point to any movement for the stabilis- 
ing of international relations with which Britain has not 
‘actively, identified herself. She has been criticised here 
and there; has been praised here and there; has possibly 
made mistakes but withall there has, at least, been the 
effort. And few would say that that effort has in any way 
.been incommensurate with her position and her privileges.

Crediting her with wrong motives some have said that her’ 


share has been too great, but there is a compliment in the 
censure. ; 
Within a few weeks we shall be witnessing one of 
those momentous Imperial Conferences at whith the re- 
resentatives of the big self-governing Domimions will 
‘Seek to find a common ground on all the various problems 
affecting the Empire’s welfare. Already, two of her lead- 
ing statesmen—Mr. Iughes of Australia and. General 
‘Smuts of South Africa—have given divergent .views on

formation of an Imperial Cabinet, the Empire's naval de- 
- fence, and the relationship of each and all to other 
countries there is much to be discussed and decided. To- 
day, set apart ba it is for the special remembrance of this 
wonderful amalgam of peoples, we may sympathetically 
turn our thoughts to those in whose keeping has been re- 
osed the task of framing policies and Hy viding destinies. 
On the results of their labours depends so much, not only 
Be for ba and our brothers but for the peoples of the civilised 
world.

tion. Mr. Hughes and General 
Smuts have just emphasised this 
aspect, which in any case could 
not have oscaped attention.. As 
a matter of fact the Japanese 
Ambassador intimated acquies- 
conce some time ago. Na less 
polemical is Dr. Wang's assertion 
regarding Tsingtao, which he 
alleges Britain incited Japan to 
attack promptly in order that 
the Eastern Empire might 
aseuro itself of Germany's 
interests. The general impres- 
sion has been thet, her hands 
being full on account of the war, 
it was under protest that Britain 
assented to the Twenty-One 
‘Demands.

PEKING TRAMWAYS 
CONTRACT SIGNED. 


Peking Municipality And 
Banque Industrielle De Chine. 


A Peking report states that on 
the 9th. inst. An agroement was 
signed botween the Peking 
Municipality and the Banque 
Industrielle de Chine for the 
construction of tramways in 
Peking. At first it was intended 
to keep to the original terms of 
the contract of 1914, when the 
scheme was first mooted, 
but, to meet the wishes of the 
Chineso,. it was decided to 
raiso half the capital for the 
formation of the tramway com- 
pany by public subscription. The 
company will be capitalised at 
$4,000,000 shared equally by the 
Government and the public, the 
bank loaning the Government its 
share of $2,000,000, out of the pro- 
ceeds of the loan of the 2nd Year 
of the Republic. 

It is agreed between the two 
contracting parties that the Gov- 
emnment will not be’ allowed to 
sell its shares until the above- 
mentioned loan is completely 
repaid. A board of directors, num- 
bering eleven members will be 
appointed. There will be six 
Government members, including 
the Manager of tho Banque 
Industrielle de Chine, and five 
members, representing the private 
shareholders,. The Assistant 
Manager will be French and aiso 
the Chief Engineer, while the 
Superintendent of Works will be 
Chinese, The Chief Engineer 
has not yet been appointed but 
it is expected that he will arrive 
from France in June or July, 
when the work of construction 
will at once be commenced,

Rebuilding the Offices. 


For the fifth time in its history, 
dating from 1850, the North China 
Daily News (originally the North 
China Herald) is moving. The 
present. shift is into témporary 
premises in-Kinkiang Road at the 
back of its Offices in the Bund 
while the latter aro being robuilt. 
Our contemporary thus describes 
the new building that will appear 
on-the site in the Bund which it 
has hitherto occupied :— 


The new building which will 
rise on tho same spot within the 
next two yoars will be the tallest 
Office building in Shanghai, unless 
someone comes along in the 
meantime to lower our record in 
this respect, .Duc to the width, of 
the Bund this is possible, for else- 
where in tho city the building by- 
laws prevent the erection of an 
edifice higher than oné'and a 
half times the width of the 
road, Consequently the eight 
storeys that are planned with 
the twiti cupolas one at each end 
of the facade will attain a height 
of 140 ft. us against. the Palace 
Hotel which is just a little under 
That is true of the front 
portion of the  building—-the 
greater half—for behind oaly 
seven stories are contemplated. 
Tho whole wil! stand on an area 
with a 6Lft. frontage and a depth 
of 170 ft., these being the dimen- 
sions of the building itself and 
the plot on which it stands. 


Built of reinforced concrete 
throughout, with granite facings, 
the front of the new offices will 
present a dignified uppearance. 
to the Bund, with a well pro- 
portioned tacade in which 
handsome fluted Columns will 
form the main motif, the flat roof 
being finished off with the two 
towers surmounted by gilded 
cupolas, and between them will 
be erected the flagstatf. 

On the ground floor accommoda- 
tion will be provided for banking 
offices, with entrance at the north- 
ern end of the frontage. These 
oftices will occupy the whole of the 
ground floor, a portion of the next 


floor being allotted for the pur-. 


poses of the general offices, prin- 
ting office, etc. of the “ North- 
China Daily . News.” It is 
proposed to use the third, fourth 
and fifth-floor offices, and the 
plans as they stand give the 
whole floor space as one 
large area, which it is de- 
signed to sub-divide by means of 
patent partitions according to the 
requirements of tenants. On the 
fifth floor will be situated the edi- 
torial offices of the paperand above 
them residential flate, Throughout 
the building the ceilings, which 
have been designed on the latest 
Janes, wall give a flat even surface 
by means of: patent filling be- 
tween the beams supporting the 
reinforced concrete floorings. 

Central heating will be provid- 
ed, and three passenger lifts will 
be provided, in addition to the 
necessary number of staircases. 
On the outside of the building’ 
there will be emergency 
staircases, for use in case of 
fire, which should be unlike- 
ly in view of the nature of the 
building, giving all-the necessary 
facilites for escape from tha build- 
ing in case of an outbreak, 

The rear half of the building, 
seven storeys in height, will be se- 
parated from the front by o hollow 
double walldesjgned to deaden the 
sound of the printing machinery 
at night, Here will be housed the

Afew days ago the people of 
Changteh,, Honan, wishing: to 
renew . their expression of 
gratitude and appreciation to 
General Feng and his troops, sent 
an individual gift to them all in| 
the forn ofa suitably inscribed 
memorial medal—1,000 in gold for 
the offisors, and 10,000, struck in 
silver, forthe men. Officers and 
men alike are much gratified at 
this expression of appreciation 
for their attempts to live up tothe 
ideals of the real soldier-protector 
and servant of the people— 
especially .as it comes afler the 
lapso of so long a period of time.
